Looms as Two Generals 
of Victorious Army Seek 
To Gain Command. 


BANDITRY STARTS 
AMONG SOLDIERS 


Robbery of Foreign Dip- 
lomats Reported; Fate 
of Army Unknown; No 
Communication. 


Pekin, June 10.—(Naval Radio.)— 
Indications were increasing tonight 
that Feng Yu H*siang, the so-called 
Christian general, himself will take 
over the control of Pekin in the near 
future, although possibly he will wait 
until he has oceupied Tientsin. Im- 
mediately north of Tientsin fighting 
was reported to be in progress today. 

Pekin stands tonight with communi- 
cation severed as far as telegraphic 
service was concerned. The highways 
from the city were no longer safe for 
automobile travel owning to bandit 
troops robbing all travelers, even those 
bearing diplomatic credentials. 

The additional concentration 
Feng Yu Hsiang’s Kuominchin troops 
if the Christian general determines 
to occupy Pekin, will place the Shansi 
forces, who entered the city after 
Chang Tso Lin’s withdraway within 
a circle with their backs against the 
walls of the capital. 

Numerous parties of Kuominchin 
soldiers on leave from the battle area 
visited Pekin today and also arriving 
by train was General Lieu Chien Kuo- 
Ilawa, commanding the second Kuo- 
minchin army which is still encamped 
within the city. General Pai Tsun 
Hisi, commander of the fourth na- 
tionalist army from Hankow is at 
Pao Tingfu, YO miles from Pekin. 

Fear for Mukdenites. 

These developments have caused the 
Shansi governor, Len Hsi Shan, to 
postpone for another two days his 
coming to Pekin to assume charge of 
the city. He sent word to the city 
safety committee that his delay was 
due to bad roads which rendered mo- 
tor travel difficult. 

The nationalist government at Nan- 
king has not as yet replied to the 
message of the diplomatic corps here 
n regard to Kuominchin forces bad 
force in connection with the capture 
of General Pao Yu-Lin’s 47th, Muk- 
denite brigade. Rumors were rife 
here today and caused great anxiety 
as to the safety of these troops. 

One report was that two of Pao’'s 
colonels had suffered death before a 
firing squad this morning, but this 
was not confirmed. Another related 
to a plot for the kidnaping of Gen- 
eral Pao with the result that he took 
refuge in the foreign legation quarter. 
Other refugees thronged into the 
legation area from railroad trains, 
marooned in the city, and_ hotels.

THIRTY STUDENTS

“A shot, my kingdom for a shot,” 
Navigator Lyon's first thought when 
the trans-Pacifie plane Southern Cross 
landed here. Breaking away from 
feminine embraces he shouted, “Gee 
it's great to come nearly 8,000 miles 
for a drink of whisky, but don’t tell 
Cal Coolidge.” 

The Southern Cross was escorted 
here from Brisbane, 500 miles away, 
by every available private plane. The 
largest crowd in the history of Aus- 
tralia was in a frenzy of excitement. 
American flags and Australian ban- 
ners were waved wildly, most persons 
holding flags in each hand. 

Kingsford-Smith and Ulm will re- 
ceive approximately $100,000 for the 
great flight, it was estimated today. 

Lyon revealed he had received $2,- 
000 for navigating the airship from 
California to Suva and explained the 
reason there was hesitancy about stay- 


ing with the plane until it reached 
Australia; 

“Warner and I contracted to fly 
to Suva and when we reached there 
decided to come on to Brisbane be- 
cause the Australians needed a navi- 
gator on the last lap across the I’a- 
cific ocean® he said. Until it appeared 
we were needed we felt we might be 
taking glory away from our Austral- 
ian colleagues. 

“I feel that my navigating was to 
a large extent responsible for the 
success,” Lyon admitted. “I know 
that Warner, too, kept us alive by 
his radio grip. 

“I wanted $2,000 and that’s why I 
took the job in San Franciseo. Hell. 
I sure had my thrill for $2,000.” 

The two Americans planned to take 
an early boat back to the United 
States. The journey will require 20 
days and they will probably be guests 
at festivities in Suva and Honolulu 
as their ship stops in those ports.

Doctor Watson took the rake in* his 
hand and pulled the bone toward 
him.

FEAR OPEN SPLIT 
AND SMITH TREND 


Many States Will Fall to 
Democrats; Patriotism 
of Secretary Questioned ; 
Coolidge Draft Likely.

ed News.) —While the forces of Her- 


bert Hoover cling tenaciously to the 
leading position they have built up, 
the opposition grows more bitter 
hourly. 

It is becomiug so strong that some 


party leaders, interested in success 
rather than individual candidates, are 
looking longingly toward President 
Coolidge. 

The desire to draft him is growing 
Stronger here as convention week 
opens, and unless some definite word 
from the White House checks it, the 
president will be an important fig- 
ure in the convention balloting. 

This siuation has grown up in face 
of a strong feeling among party lead- 
ers that Mr. Coolidge would refuse 
to run again in view of his four 
emphatic statements in the last nine 
months, But despair is stronger than 
logic and there are some here who 
feel that the only salvation of the 
party is to force the president to take 
the nomination no matter what he 
has said. 

Mellon Can Name Hoover. 

That, it must be emphasized, is 
only the feeling of many convention 
delegates and leaders. It does not 
necessarily represent what will hap- 
pen any more than the day dreams of 
the boy on, the river bank always 
come true. 

These old facts must be borne in 
mind. 

1. Secretary Hoover needs only the 
79 Pennsylvania delegates to assure 
his nomination. 

2. Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
Jon will arrive Monday holding in 
his hand these 79 delegates. Whether 
he will vote them for Hoover is the 
decisive question confronting the con- 
vention. He has said that of the 
active candidates, Hoover most nearly 
measures up to the presidential stand- 
ard. Whether he intends to vote his 
delegates for Hoover, or for Mr. Cool- 
idge is the question that the course 
of the convention depends upon. 

3. The allies are still pressing their 
anti-Hoover campaign but they are 
not wnited on a candidate. Governor 
Lowden, Senator Curtis, Senator Wat- 
son and Senator Goff each _ insist 
they have chance at the nomination. 
Until they unite their forces thev 
are unable to offer any real alterna- 
tive to Hoover. That is their funda- 
mental weakness. 

Strong Hatred Developes. 

Overclouding these could facts is 
the more vague but equally important 
condition of bitter hatred of Hoover 
among his opponets. Their opposition 
has gone far beyond that friendly 
rivalry present in any political con- 
vention but evaporating instantly 
when a nomination is made. This 
opposition is clearly sullen. 

The opponents have insisted they 
will not bolt—and in view of the sad 
experience of the Bull Moosers in 
1912, they may not. But there are 
mutterings that if Hoover is nomi- 
nated as against Smith strange things 
will happen in some states. In one 
big state, it is said, there is a strong 
chance that the democratie organiza- 
tion might let the republicans elect 
their state ticket in return for assist- 
ance in putting Smith over. Such 


things have happened in polities. 


In all the fight at Madison Square 
Garden in 1912, no more bitter things 
were said than are being said against 
Hoover. The question now is whether 
Hloover, in face of this bitterness, can 
hold his lines intact until the ballot- 
ing begins, perhaps by Thursday. 

Attack Hoover Patriotism. 

“Why, I went to a Hoover rally 
Jast night and six speakers argued 
that Hoover was a good American,” 
one supporter of Vice President 
Dawes said tonight. “A candidate 
ought to be a platform in himself. He 
ought not to have to defend himself 
on: such elemental -questions as his 
Americanism.” 

This note was echoed in a state- 
ment by Senator Curtis, Kansas fa- 
vorite son, who arrived today. 

“The convention cannot afford to 
nominate as the head of the ticket 
anyone for whom the party will be on 
the defensive from the day he is 
named until the close of the polls on 
election day,” Curtis said. 

Curtis said he hoped to receive the 
nomination. 

“IT am anxious to see the convention 
nominate the man who will make the 
strongest and best candidate, and I 
believe, under all the circumstances, 
that I am the man,” he said. 

“The congress, just adjourned, made 
a splendid record. On this record and 
the record of the administration for 
the last four years our party can win 
the coming election if the candidate is 
a man for whom no apologies will be 
required.” 

Hughes Definitely Out. 

As to other possible candidates— 
Vice President Dawes has figured 
hardly at all in pre-eonvention specu- 
lation here. However, this is because 
he has told his friends that Lowden

The middle-of-the-road group, head- 
ed by Senator Watson, ot Indiana, 
and George N. Peek, chairman of the 
executive committee of 22, north cen- 
tral states agricultural conference, 
were ‘seeking to bring the more “rad- 
ical” forces, headed by Frank W. 
Murphy, of Wheaton, Minn., around 
to their point of view. 

Spokesmen for the Watson-Peek 
forses said they were not entirely

Fee Question Worries. 

As to the fee question, they said 
a «direct reference to that  teature 
would be a direct slap at the admin- 
istration upon the record of which 
the party must go to the polls in No- 
vember with its request to the peo- 
ple to return it to power. 

Details of the administration plank 
still are being withheld, but Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, who is to be chair- 
man of the platform committee, and 
who has been working on the party 
declaration for a week, said it would 
contain a promise that the party, if 
returned to power, would so adjust 
the tariff as to put agriculture and 
industry on a parity. 

This is one of the demands which 
the spokesmen for farm organizations 
made during the long fights over the 
MeNary-Haugen measure and admin- 
istration leaders who opposed that 
measure are in agreement that there 
should be a tariff adjustment which 
would protect the American market 
from the influx of the nearly three 
billion dollars’ worth of food - stuffs 
now imported. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, who will 
join with the platform makers tomor- 
row, has such a declaration § in the 
farm plank he has drawn for the con- 
sideration of the resolutions commit- 
tee of which he is to be a member. He 
regards this as one of the chief ways 
of solving the farm problem.
